Level crossing free Cranbourne line 
another step closer 


The Victorian Government is investing more than $1 billion 

to duplicate the Cranbourne line, remove four level crossings 

including Camms Road and build a new Merinda Park Station 

- improving safety, reducing congestion and allowing for more 


trains, more often. 


We're removing the Camms Road level 
crossing by building a new road bridge 
over the rail line. Building a new road 
bridge will free up traffic for the 12,000 
vehicles that pass through the crossing 
each day. The level crossing will be 
gone for good by 2024 - one year 
ahead of schedule. 


The Cranbourne line will be level 
crossing free by 2025, and along with 
the Metro Tunnel will provide better 


access to jobs, health and education 
and make road and rail travel 
easier, faster and more reliable for 
Melbourne's south east. 


More than 137 trains pass through 
the level crossing each day, and with 
50 more train services now running 
on the Cranbourne line it is critical to 
remove this level crossing In one of 
Melbourne's fastest growing areas. 
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Why the level crossing 
needs to go 


12,000 vehicles pass 
through the level

Boom gates down for 12 per

137 trains travel through 
the crossing each weekday 


Around 2,700 passengers

How your feedback helped shape the 
Camms Road design 


Three key themes were identified from over 545 individual 
pieces of feedback received from the local community on 
the concept design. 


Safety 


We heard that safety is a key concern. Anti-graffiti surfaces, 


improved lighting in the area and feeling safe to walk at all 
times of the day are priorities for locals. 


In response to community feedback: 


e there will be additional lighting along the shared use 
path and surrounding areas 


e protective throw screens made of heavy-duty steel 
mesh will be added to the road bridge to provide passive 
surveillance from the station and shared use path

Walking and cycling connections 

We heard you want better walking and cycling connections. 

In response to community feedback: 

e there'll be a new shared use path and footpaths across 
the new road bridge 

e new paths will be created through the new car park 


e local residents will be able to walk to the station precinct 
and beyond with an extension to the new shared use path 
built as part of the Cranbourne Line Upgrade - improving 
connections to the station 


Landscaping 


We heard how important trees and green spaces are to 
the local community. 


In response to community feedback, additional vegetation 
and landscaping will be added along the new road bridge, 
including at least 300 new trees and shrubs.
